Under the law which goes into effect 
next January, the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor is allowed a salary only for the 
time the ture is in session and 
he presides in the Senate, and duriog 
the absence of the Governor from the 
State. This will not be sufficient to 
support that officer decently, and he 
should be given something else to do, 
aod his salary proportionately in- 
oreased, so that an intelligent poor man, 

_ if elected to the office, can, by per- 
forming the duties of Warden of the 
State Prison, get a sufficient salary to 
support him. Of course, place hunt- 
ers, who have hopes of being appoiat- 
ed Warden of the Prison, or Deputy 
in some State office, will object to a 
consolidation of offices, and a saving 
of expenses to the tax-payers, but the 
masses of the people will undoubtedly 
sanction such changes when a saving 
cau be effected. 

The Silver State can give no good 
reason for advocating such a change. 
As the law now stands the Lieutenant- 
Governor will receive ample compen- 
sation for the labor he will perform. 
He can turn his attention to the pur- 
suit of legitimate business and fulfill 
the duties of his office. It is tru- 
that the salary he receives will not be 
‘sufficient to support him decently,” 
but that is no reasun why any depart- 
ment of the State government should 
be turned into a charity hospital. Mr. 
Burke and Mr. Laughton both sought 
the nomination of Lieutenant-Gover- 
norship, knowing just what the sala- 
ry was. Mr. Burke, if he had heen 
elected, intended to go to Carson dur- 
ing the session of the Legislature and 
preside over the Senate, and, after its 
adjournment, it was his intention to 
return to the sacred precincts of the 
Shellburn Postoffice and that, in con- 
nection with his other business, would 
have been sufficient to have sup. 
ported him decently.” Our newly 
el.cted Lieutenant-Governor will have 
twenty-two months out of every two

for by law. The office of Warden of 
the State Prison requires close atten- 
tion. If the Lieutenant-Governor 
had the duties ot both offices to per- 
form that of Warden would of neces- 
sity be neglected for at least sixty days 
every two years. In case of the death

The Tariff. 
Wasntncton Nov, 19. 
The argument of the Metropolitan 
{odustrial League before the Tariff 
Commission, prepared by Chas. 8. 
Hill of the State Department, has just 
been issued from the government 
printing office in a volume of 200 


pages. It issupplied with diagrams 
showing the degree of influence that 


several conditions affecting the re- 
sults of the tariff have in the prin- 
cipal countries of the world. Mr. 
Hill recommends a rational reduction 
and abolitioa of the duplex system in 


cetton goods; an increase of rates in 
hemp, jute and flax; protection to 
American wines and brandies against 
foreign adulterations; a material 
change of rates in metals and min- 
erals, and that a duty of two 
dollars per ton be placed on 
iron ore; slight modifications in 
breadstuffs, provisions and animals; 
the existing average rates of sugars 
are generally endorsed, but the aboli- 
tion of duplex rates is strongly urged; 
silk culture and reeling are also recom- 
mended; abolition of duty on lumber 
is likewise advised; in wool and 
woolen goods a simplification and con- 
sistent revision, contemplating a 
change from the duplex system to an 
ad valorem, is recommended; a duty 
of ten per cent. on quinine is advised; 
to the free list are added 25 articles 
heretofore rated, among which are 
spices, turpentine, sponges, saltpetre, 
rosin, asphaltum and nitrate of lead; 
a material change is recommended in 
the internal revenue tax involving the 
abolition of tax on most articles now 
specified. Referring to the revival of 
our merchant marine, Mr. Hill says: 
In our industries at home as well as 
in our credit abroad there is ho source 
of personal employment and national 
ey: so great as that of ship building. 
t Congress properly give a subven 
tion to our mail transports and the de- 
mand for American ships will imme- 
diately prove the fallacy and absurdity 
of the imputation that Americans 
cannot build ships, and the foolish 
assertion that the tariff of five per 
cent. of a ship’s cust for crude ma- 
terial could effect the conditions of our 
shipping community.“ A tariff tribu- 
pal composed of the U. S. Commis- 
sioner of Customs, a representative 
selected from meichants and manu- 
facturers, and a third arbitrator se- 
lected by both, similar to the provis- 
ions of the tariff law of France, is 
earnestly recommended. 


The Old Man's Money. 
PROVIDENCE, R.I., Nov. 19. 

A compromise was arrived at late 
yesterday forenoon between the heirs 
and legatees of the late Joseph Cook, 
who died leaving $2,000,000, a large 
portion ef which he made in the 
grocery business in San Francisco. 
Mr. Cook’s will was very hard on one 
of his daughters, Alice, who is physi- 
cally deformed and an invalid, as he 
cut her off with $6,000 per year, pro- 
vided she remained single. If she 
alone survived her brother and sisters 
she was to get nothing, and if she or 
any other legatee contested the will 
they were to be cut off without a 
penny.

Results of a Railroad War. 
Sr. Paul, Nov. 19. 


A slashing cut in passenger and 
freight rates on the Omaha road was 


the sensation of the day. The most 
comprehensive cut was made, however, 


by the Chicago & St. Paul Railroad. 


General Manager Merrill arrived in 
St. Paul to-day and at once decided 
upon a heavy cut in passenger and 
freight rates from St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis to Chicago and Milwaukee, and 
to aud from all points reached by the 
company’s lines in Minnesota, Iowa 
and Nebraska, and to points 
in Missouri, Colorado, and to 
San Francisco. The cut in freight 
enables shippers to send wheat 
from all points in central Minnesota to 
Minneapolis to be manufactured and 
reshipped to Chicago or Milwaukee 
as flour for 12 cents per 100 pounds; 
millstuff to Chicago, 71¢ cents; flour, 
20 cénts per barrel. Passenger rates 
to and from most interior points in 
Minnesota and to and from Sioux City 
are reduced to 25 cents each way from 
many interior points in Minnesota; to 
Chicago, $1; to San Francisco, $46 50. 
Mr. Merrill states that he thought the 
war would last longer than was gener- 
ally anticipated. He knew of no pro- 
spective pool meeting and that the M. 
C. M. & St. P. would protect the in- 
terests of its patrons at all hazards.
